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US pressures Russia 
on Snowden, slams 
China 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
White House pressured Rus¬ 
sia to expel fugitive US 
leaker Edward Snowden on 
Monday and warned China it 
had undermined efforts to re¬ 
build trust by ail owing him to 
leave Hong Kang 

President Barack Oh am a, 
meanwhile, said Washington 
was using every legal chan¬ 
nel to apprehend Snowden, 
the self-confessed source of 
explosive leaks detailing the 
extent of covert US spy 
agency ph one and Internet 
surveillance. 

White House spokesman 
Jay Carney said Washington 
assumed that Snowden was 
still in Moscow, where he 
went after slipping out of 
Hang Kong, and 1 ashed out at 
Beijing for letting him go, de¬ 
spite US extradition requests. 

"With regards to .. the 
Chinese government, we are 
just not buying that this was 
a technical decision by a 
Hong Kong immigration of¬ 
ficial,' he said 

"Tins was a deliberate 


choice by the government to 
release a fugitive despite a 
valid arrest warrant, and that 
decision unquestionably has 
a negative impact on the US- 
Chin a rel ati onship. 1 

Camey noted that Beijing, 
as evidenced by Obama's 
summit with new president 
Xi Jinping tins month in Cal¬ 
ifornia, had been seeking to 
rebuild trust with Washing¬ 
ton 

"We think that they have 
dealt that effort a serious set¬ 
back If we cannot count on 
them to honor their legal ex¬ 
tradition obligations, then 
there is a problem And that 
is a point we are making to 
them very directly." 

Camey also told reporters 
the White House believes 
Russia should accept a re¬ 
quest for Snowden to be ex¬ 
pelled back to the United 
States. 

"We do expectthe Russian 
government to look at all the 
options available to them to 
expel Mr Snowden back to 
the United States," he said 


Trial of US man accused of 
killing black teen begins 


SANFORD (AFP) - The 
murder trial of a volunteer 
neighborhood watchman who 
shat dead an unarmed black 
teenager, an incident that in¬ 
flamed racial tensions across 
the United States, began 
Monday 

George Zimmerman, 29, 
has pleaded not guilty, saying 
he shot Trayvon Martin, 17, in 
self-defense on the rainy night 
of February 26, 2D 12 after the 
teen knocked him to the 
pound and started baslung his 
ead against the sidewalk 

Martin's supporters accuse 
Zimmerman of racial profil¬ 
ing, saying he ignored police 
advice and pursued Martin, 
who was unarmed and had no 
criminal record. 

The case ignited wide¬ 
spread protests after police 
initially declined to charge 
Zimmerman, and sparked de¬ 
bate over Florida's "Stand 


Your Ground" gun law, 
which allows firing in self- 
defense even when fleeing is 
an option 

Prosecutor John Guy sent 
a jolt through the courtroom 
as he began his opening state¬ 
ment with words he sad were 
uttered by Zimmerman in a 
call to a police dispatcher as 
he followed Martin through 
the gated community. 

"Fucking punks," he said, 
quoting Zimmerman He told 
jurors that the offensive lan¬ 
guage revealed the watch¬ 
man's altitude toward the 
teen 

"When Zimmerman saw 
Trayvon, he didn't see a 
young man walking home 
Instead, he profiled, pursued 
aid killed Trayvon," he said, 
as Zimmerman, wearing a 
suit and tie, sat impassively 
in the courtroom.

tr act had op ene d 1 o wer b ut re - 
bounded as investors worried 
about Canadian pipeline sup¬ 
plies after heavy rains caused 
severe flooding m western 
Canada 

On Sunday, Canadian en¬ 
ergy company Enbridge an¬ 
nounced that it had shut three 
pipelines in Alberta province 
after one of them leaked 
about 750 barrels of crude. 

The company said that 
heavy rams in the area may 
have resulted in ground 
movement that caused the 
leak. The other pipelines 
were shut as a precaution. 

Tliere are three pipelines 
down and this is giving sup¬ 
port to the WTI," said Andy 
Lipow of Lipow Oil Associ¬ 
ates. 



Family gathers as fears grow 
for 'critical* Mandela 


JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
The family of critically ill 
anti-apartheid icon Nelson 
Mandela gathered around Ins 
hospital bedside an Monday 
as millions in South Africa 
and across the world feared 
for the worst. 

“Former president Man¬ 
dela remains m a critical con¬ 
dition in hospital," South 
African President Jacob 
Zuma said in a televised ad¬ 
dress to an anxious nation 
broadcast around the globe. 

"The doctors are doing 
everything p ossible to ensure 
Ins well being and comfort, 4 ' 
Zuma said 

Mandela, the hero of black 
South Africans' battle for 
freedom during 27 years in 
apartlieicl jails, was rushed to 
hospital on June E with a re¬ 
curring lung infection. 

Despite intensive treat¬ 
ment at Pretoria's Mediclinic 
Heart Hospital, the 94-year- 
olds condition appears to 
have suddenly and dramati¬ 


cally deteriorated. 

Ex-wife Winnie Madik- 
izela-Mandela -- herself a fig¬ 
urehead of the anti-apartheid 
struggle -- daughters Zindzi 
M an del a- M o tl haj wa an d 
Zenam Mandeia-Dlamim and 
scares of officials flocked to 
the hospital an Monday 

The family visits, while 
common since Mandela was 
admitted 17 days ago, come 
amid heightened fears for the 
former statesman's health. 

Mandela's eldest daughter 
Makaziwe has said her father 
appears to be at peace with 
himself. 

"He has given so much to 
the world I believe he is at 
peace."

US limits employer liability in 
discrimination suits 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US Supreme Court ruled Mon¬ 
day that an employer can only 
be held re spoil sable for work¬ 
place sexual or racial harass¬ 
ment if the perpetrator is the 
victim's supervisor or man¬ 
ager 

In a decision that the court's 
liberal minority branded a set¬ 
back for workers' lights, the 
court ruled against a complaint 
brought by a black woman 
from Indiana that she had been 
racially abused by a white co- 
worker 

The ruling effectively con¬ 
firmed tliat an employer, in 
tins case Ball State University, 
cannot be held liable for the 
behavior of someone who de¬ 
means a colleague of the same 
status in the workplace hierar¬ 
chy. 

Writing die majority opin¬ 


ion, Justice Samuel Alito, that 
in order for a plaintiff to hold 
Ins or her employer responsi¬ 
ble, tlie harasser must be a su¬ 
pervisor" or a person must be 
able to take "tangible employ¬ 
ment action 

This means someone able to 
make a "change in employ¬ 
ment status, such as hiring, fir¬ 
ing, failing to promote, 
reassignment with signifi¬ 
cantly different responsibili¬ 
ties, or a decision causing a 
significant change in benefits" 

Tire case was brought by 
Maetta Vance, who worked for 
the catering dep artment of Ball 
State University and alleged 
that her colleague Saundra 
Davis had "made her life hell" 
through workplace threats and 
racial abuse. 

Pleading the case before the 
court last year, her lawyer had 


argued that Davis had been a 
de facto superior in the work¬ 
place, giving orders and as¬ 
signing Vance demeaning or 
unpleasant tasks like cleaning 
toilets 

The court was split over the 
ruling, and die lib eral minority 
expressed concern that it 
would "hinder efforts to stamp 
out discrimination m the work¬ 
place because supervisors are 
comparatively few and em¬ 
ployees are many." 

But the majority decision 
disputed tbs, arguing: "This 
approach will not leave em¬ 
ployees unprotected against 
harassment by ca-workers 
who possess some authority to 
assign daily tasks. 

‘In such cases, a victim can 
prevail simply by showing that 
the employer was negligent in 
permitting the harassment to 
occur." 


Berlusconi sentenced to jail in 
sex trial 


ROME (AFP) - An Italian 
court on Monday sentenced 
Silvio Berlusconi to seven 
years in jail and banned the 
former premier from public a f- 
fice after convicting him of 
paying for sex with an under¬ 
age prostitute and abusing bs 
power to bde the liaison 
Berlusconi attacked "an in¬ 
credible sentence, cf a vio¬ 
lence never seen or heard 
before, handed down to try and 
eliminate me from political 
life," while his lawyers said 
they would appeal. 

The sentence went beyond 
the request, of prosecutors, who 
had called for the billionaire, 
7d, to serve six years, and 
could spark serious tensions 
witbn Italy's uneasy grand 
coalition government 
The verdict brings to a cli¬ 


max a two-year trial which 
kicked off a media frenzy -- 
amid allegations of strippers 
dressed as nuns and erotic 
party games with topless girls 
-- and sparked cheers and ap- 
pl aus e from anti - B erlu sc am 
protesters outside the court 

The media magnate's 
cronies, many of whom took to 
Twitter in disgust, descubed 
the verdict as "utterly shame¬ 
ful" and "apolitical verdict a 
coup d'etat.' 

Berlusconi's daughter, Ma¬ 
nna, chairperson of Ins holding 
company Fimnvest said it was 
"an absurd spectacle which 
had notbng to do with justice" 
and the guilty verdict "was 
written from the start " 

Interior Minister Angelo Al- 
fano, the secretary of Berlus¬ 
coni's People of Freedom 


(PDL) party, said the verdict 
was "worse than the worst case 
scenario and urged him to 
"soldier on" -- a possible refer¬ 
ence to his supp Drt for the gov¬ 
ernment 

The coalitiDii relies on the 
support of the PDL, and ob¬ 
servers had warned the capri¬ 
cious billionaire could pull the 
rug out from under the gov¬ 
ernment if he felt it was not 
offering him legal protection 

The sentence will he sus¬ 
pended until all appeals have 
been exhausted, a process 
likely tD take years. 

Berlusconi's age also means 
he is unlikely to ever see the 
inside of a prison cell because 
cf lenient sentencing guide¬ 
lines in Italy for people over 
the age of 7D. 

The trial relates to crimes 
committed m JO 10 when 
Bert use om was prune minis¬ 
ter, and revolves around what 
prosecutors have described as 
erotic parties held at his lux¬ 
ury residence outside Milan. 
Berlusconi was accused of 
paying for sex on several oc¬ 
casions with Moroccan-born 
Karima El-Maboug, a then 
17-year-old exotic dancer 
nicknamed "Ruby the Heart 
Stealer". 

Both the flamboyant billion¬ 
aire and El-Mahroug denied 
having had sex 

Berlusconi has been in¬ 
volved in a series of legal bat¬ 
tles ever since entering 
politics in the 1990s.

new emir 



DOHA (AFP) - The emir of 
the small but economically 
strong Gulf state of Qatar, a 
major diplomatic broker that 
has played a key role m the 
Arab spring, is set to transfer 
power to bs son in a first for 
the Arab world. 

A pal ace statement said that 
Qataris will be asked today 
and Wednesday to "swear alle¬ 
giance to His Highness Sheikh 
Tamim bin Hamad al-Thani as 
emir". 

The emir, Shetkh Hamad 
bin Khalifa al-Thani, will then 
announce his abdication in 
favour of bs 33-year-old son 
Tamim, who will become the 
youngest sovereign of any of 
the Gulf Arab monarchies. 

Sheikh Tamim bin Hamad 
al-Tham will be the new emir 
of a gas-rich nation wbch has 
punched above its weight in 
recent years. 

Tamim, boram 1980, is the 


second son of the emir and bs 
second wife Sheikhs Mazah 
and lias been groomed for 
years to take the helm of the 
super-rich Western ally. 

Hie Eiitish-educated Tamim 
is deputy commander of the 
aimed forces and head of the 
National Olympic Committee 
He also chairs the Qatar 2032 
Supreme Committee in charge 
of hosting the 2022 FIFA 
World Cup 

Diplomats said that over the 
past three years the emir has 
increasingly transferred mili¬ 
tary and security responsibili¬ 
ties to Tamim, who like bs 
father went to the British null - 
t.ary academy Sandhurst

H7N9 bird flu kills about 1/3 
hospitalised patients: study 


PARIS (AFP) - The H7N9 
b lrd flu th at hit Chin a tin s y ear 
killed over a third of hospi¬ 
talised patients, said re¬ 
searchers Monday who 
labelled the virus "less seri¬ 
ous" but probably more wide¬ 
spread than previously 
thought. 

They warned watehdogs not 
to take comfort from a lull in 
new infections, as the virus 
may reappear in the autumn 

In what they described as 
the most complete picture of 
the vims' severity, researchers 
in Beijing and Hong Kong 
found that H7N9 proved fatal 
in 3b percent of patients ad¬ 
mitted to hospital in mainland 
China. 

This was a lower fatality 
rate than HSNl-type bird flu 
which emerged m 3DO3 and 
killed about bO percent of hos¬ 


pitalised patients 

It was higher, though than 
the H1N1 "swine flu* out¬ 
break of HDDS-10. which had a 
31-percent death rate among 
people requiring hospitalisa¬ 
tion. 

A total 131 human infec¬ 
tions have been recorded an 
the Chinese mainland since 
the outbreak stalled in Febru¬ 
ary, the National Health and 
Family Planning Commissi on 
said in its last monthly update. 

Of these, 133 were admitted 
to hospital, and 39 died. 

One other case was 
recorded m Taiwan. 

The virus is believed to 
spread tD humans from birds 
The fear is that it could mutate 
into a form transmissible from 
human to human. 

Writing in The Lan :et med¬ 
ical journal, the researchers es¬ 


timated that h etween D. 1 6 p er- 
csnt and 3.3 percent of all peo¬ 
ple infected with H7N9, and 
who displayed symptoms of 
flu, were at statistical risk of 
dying 

But many mild, unreported 
cases may have occurred - -be¬ 
tween 1,500 and 37,000 -- said 
the study, urging "continued 
vigilance and sustained inten¬ 
sive control efforts". 

In a separate paper also pub¬ 
lished by The Lancet, the re¬ 
searchers said there was a 
possibility H7N9 could re¬ 
bound within months. 

H7 influenza viruses com¬ 
prise a group that normally cir¬ 
culate among birds, of which 
H7N9 forms a subgroup that 
had never been found in hu¬ 
mans until the Chinese out¬ 
break

IMF approves new 
credit line for 
Colombia 


WASHINGTON (AFP)-The 
International Monetary Fund on 
Monday approved a new multi - 
billion-dollar credit line for 
Colombia to help protect it 
from a potential downturn m 
the global economy. 

The IMF executive board 
gave the green light for a two- 
year $5 34 billion Flexible 
Credit Line, tire Fund said. 

“The Colombian authorities 
indicated that they intend to 
treat the new arrangement as 
precautionary and do not intend 
to draw on the line," it said. 

Colombia's first credit line 
was approved m May 2009, and 
was followed by two other 
credit lines, in May 20ID and 
May 2 D11 The country di d n ot 
draw dii those safety nets 

"Colombia has very strong 
policy frameworks, comprising 
an inflation-targeting regime, a 
flexible exchange rate, effective 
financial sector supervision and 
regulation, and a fiscal policy 
guided by a structural balance 
rule for the central govern¬ 
ment," David Lip ton, the IMF's 
first deputy managing director, 
said in the statement 

He noted that die authorities 
had taken advantage of strong 
capital inflows to partially re-

Brazil to earmark $25 bn 
for public transport 



BRASILIA (AFP) - Brazilian 
President Dilma Rousseff on 
Monday proposed to earmark 
135 billion for public transport 
following days of mass nation¬ 
wide street protests, in a bid to 
seize the political initiative 

She also suggested a referen¬ 
dum on broad political re¬ 
form" in response to public 
exasperation with substandard 
public services and ramp ant of¬ 
ficial corruption in Brazil, the 
world's seventlr largest econ¬ 
omy 

The president also warned 
against any repeat of the vio¬ 
lence and vandalism that 
marred Thursday's protests, 
which brought I 2 million peo¬ 
ple to the streets across the 
country to demand abetter of 
quality life 

Brasilia will allocate "50 bil¬ 
lion reais ($25 billion) in new 
investments for urban mobility 
projects" and "to improve pub¬ 
lic transport, in our country,* 
Rousseff said after crisis talks 
with protest leaders and re¬ 
gional officials. 

She also stressed the need 
for fiscal responsibility and for 
boosting investments in health 
and education as demanded by 
the throngs of Brazilians who 
have taken to the streets over 
the past two weeks. 


Brazil's unrest initially fo¬ 
cused on transport fares before 
mushrooming to encompass a 
variety of' gripes against 
RoussefPs leftist government, 
including criticism of the huge 
cd st of staging the 2014 World 
Cup 

Tire protests coincide with 
the Confederations Cup tour¬ 
nament being held in six 
Brazilian host cities as a dry 
run for next year's World Cup 
Brazil has spent $15 billion to 
stage the two events. 

On Monday, Rousseff met in 
Brasilia with state governors, 
city mayors and protest lead¬ 
ers, including representatives 
of tire Free Bass Movement 
(MPL), which successfully 
forced authorities in several 
cities, including Sao Paulo and 
Rio, to cancel mass transit fare 
hikes 

Rousseff reiterated many of the 
themes she presented last week 
— makmgap ubli c trail sp art re¬ 
vamp a priority, using oil roy¬ 
alties to boost education and 
proposing the recruitment of 
foreign doctors to bolster 
healtli services 

After tlie meeting, the MPL 
said it was open to dialogue 
with the government but 
vowed to cany on with protests 
until its demands are met.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
M ami facturers of generic 
drugs cannot be sued for ad¬ 
verse side effects caused by 
products that they did not 
themselves design, the US 
Supreme Court ruled on Mon¬ 
day 

In a five-to-four decision, 
the justices found in fan. 1, or of 
Mutual Pharmaceutical, over¬ 
turning a $21 million award 
against it after a woman suf¬ 
fered horrific burns after talc¬ 
ing an anti-inflammatory in 
2D04 

Generic drugs are copies of 
drugs already developed by 
other firms and approved by 
state regulators, and Mutual ar¬ 
gued shat any faults in die 
product are thus not its respon¬ 
sibility. 

In lus written opinion, con¬ 
servative Justice Samuel Alito 


said tlie court had reached its 
finding "reluctantly*, noting 
the “tragic" circumstances of 
the case which had left the vic¬ 
tim “severely disfigured" and 
"nearly blind " 

But he ruled it was impossi¬ 
ble for manufacturers "to com¬ 
ply with both state and federal 
law. New Hampshire's warn¬ 
ing-based design-defect cause 
of action is pre-empted with 
respect to FDA-approved 
drugs sold in interstate com¬ 
merce.' 

"Generic manufacturers are 
also prohibited from making 
any unilateral changes to a 
drug label," it added. 

In tlie case before the court, 
plaintiff Karen Bartlett suf¬ 
fered severe bums and pain 
and several months in a coma 
aft er using an anti-inflamma¬ 
tory to treat a sore shoulder.

LONDON (AFP) - Roger 
Federer began his bid for a 
record eighth Wimbledon title 
with a 69 -minute demolition 
of Victor Hanescu on Monday 
as Maria Sharapova and Victo¬ 
ria Azarenka also moved into 
the second round. 

Federer, 31, swept to a 6-3, 
6-2, 6-0 win on Centre Court 
to celebrate the lOtli anniver¬ 
sary of his first triumph at the 
All England Club 

The seven-time champion 
Swiss bred 32 winners and 
just six unforced errors as he 
clinched a sixth career victory 
over the 47th-ianked Roman¬ 
ian. 

’It's tiie most special tiling 
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to be back on Centre Court," 
said Federer, playing in his 
55th straight Grand Slam and 
seeking an 18thmajor 

Federer came into Wimble¬ 
don on the back of his first title 
of 2013 m Halle, the grass- 
court win taking him level 
with John McEnroe on 77 ca¬ 
reer tides. 

He next plays Sergiy 
Stakhovsky of the Ukraine far 
a place m the last 32. 

Maria Sharapova put her 
bitter public feud with Serena 
Williams to one side to reach 
the second round. 

Tire 2004 Wimbledon cham¬ 
pion was given a stern test by 
France's Kristina Mladenovic 
but the Russian third seed 
eventually triumphed 7-6 
(7/5), 6-3 on Centre Court 

"I'm really pleased with this 
performance," Sharapova said. 

"My opponent played ex¬ 
tremely well so I'm really 
happy to be in the second 
round ‘ 

Second seed Azarenka, a 
semi -fin all st m 2 011 and 2 Q12, 


moved into second round, 
b eating Portugal’s world num¬ 
ber 106 Mana Joao Koehler 6- 
1 , 6 - 2 . 

The 23-year-oId Belarusian, 
the reigning Australian Open 
champion, broke down in tears 
after suffering a worrying fall 
in the second game of the sec¬ 
ond set on Court One as her 
right leg gave way in her serv¬ 
ice action. 

Azarenka collapsed in crip¬ 
pling pain before her match 
was delayed by 10 minutes for 
her to have her right knee 
heavily strapped. 

Italian fifth seed Sara Errant 
became the first major casu¬ 
alty of tins year’s Wimbledon 
when she slumped to a 6-3, 6- 
2 defeat to Puerto Rican 
teenager Monica Ping 

Erram, a semi-finalist at the 
French Open earlier this 
month and runner-up in Paris 
to M an a Shar ap ov a m 2012, 
had gone into her first round 
clash carrying a grom injury 
which forced her out of East¬ 
bourne last week.

restructuring elite ro ad cycling 
both for men and women 

Tire proposals are designed 
to restore faith in the sport, fol¬ 
lowing years of suspicion and 
the recent downfall of Arm¬ 
strong, who was stripped of his 
record seven Tour de France 
crowns for doping throughout 
his career 

They are also designed to 
restore faith in the UCI, which 
has faced sustained criticism 
for its reaction to a damning 


report by the United States 
Anti-Doping Agency 

(US AD A), which ultimately 
led to Armstrong's downfall, 
last year 

Tire report led to accusa¬ 
tions that the UCI colluded 
with Arm strong and Ins former 
teams to cover up positive 
doping tests 

Co ok sou admitted there 
was a “perception" held by 
"many riders, the media and 
the public" that the UCI turned 
a blind eye to positive tests by 
the American during Ins reign 
m 1999-2005 

Hie 62-year-old said those 
allegations had to be settled if 
the sport was to move on suc¬ 
cessfully and pledged to do so 
"within my first six months" if 
elected 

Any such inquiry could im¬ 
plicate Verbruggen, who held 
the UCI presidency until 2005 
-- when Armstrong won Ins 
s eventh and I ast yell ow j ers ey 

Both Verbruggen and Mc- 
Quaid have already denied ac¬ 
cusations of cover-ups

LONDON (AFP) - Rafael Nadal suffered Wim bledon hu¬ 
miliation at the hands of Belgian world number 135 
Steve Darcis on Monday, a shook first round defeat 
which cleared the title paths of Andy Murray and Roger 
Federer. Journeyman Darcis clinched a 7-6 (7/4) f 7-6 
(1 Oi'S). 64 win to corcdem n the fifth-seed Spanish super- 
star to a first ever loss in the opening round of a major. 
It also came just two weeks after 12-time Grand Slam 
title winner Nadal, the 2008 and 2010 Wimbledon cham¬ 
pion, had celebrated a record eighth French Open 
crown. The sensational result was the first time since 
Gustavo Kuerten in 1997 that a French Open champion 
had lost in the opening round at Wim bledon.

Stroud, a 21 -year-old Texan 
whose best prior PGA finish 
was a share of fourth at the 
2011 Mayakoba Classic in 
Mexico, sank a 45-foot chip 
shot for a birdie at tire ISth on 
tire 1 ast hole of regul ati on pi ay 
to force a playoff 

Duke and Stroud both fin¬ 
ished 72 holes on 12-under par 
2£3£. Duke fired a final-round 
66, five-under par, while 
Stroud shot 137. 

Hie playoff began at the 
18th tee and Duke found the 
1 eft ro ugh, but bl aste d a we dg e 
shot pin high onto the green 
Stroud, whose tee shot was m 
the fairway 92 yards from the 
cup, then dumped hrs approach 
into a green side bunker 
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Aloe Museum & Fat lory, 
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Stroud blasted out seven feet 
from tire cup and Duke fol¬ 
lowed by leaving his 30-foot 
birdie putt inches from the cup 
for a tap-in par. 

Stroud then sank Ins ten- 


si a n-p a cked par putt to extend 
the playoff bath men going to 
the 13th tee tor the third time 
Sunday 

Duke knocked Ins second 
shot, a sand wedge from 117 


yards out, just two feet from 
the cup, wlnie Stroud left him¬ 
self 20 feet for birdie 

Stroud's putt rolled inches 
right and he tapped in for par. 
M o mcuts later, Duke t app e d m 
for die long-so ught victory and 
pumped Ins right fist in cele¬ 
bration. 

In the final round, Duke 
birdied the par-4 second after 
putting Ins 93-yard second 
shot two feet from the cup and 
b egan the back nine with b aek- 
to-back birdies. He added a 
birdie at the par-5 13th, an¬ 
swered a bogey at 14 by mak¬ 
ing birdie at 15, and paired m 
to seize die clubhouse lead 

Tliat forced Str oud to birdie 
IS to match Duke, winch he 
did.
